and taking It to markets in Athens,

cities. 
Cheese made 
from the 
milk of 
goats also brought 
profits to 
th3 
farm-owners. 
The goats grazed or 
the slopes of mountains, and were 
so sure-footed that they could climb 
to places beasts feared to go. 
The wool of sheep was Jn demand 
for clothing, and large flocks were 
raised. 
Hogs feasted on acorns in 
oak forests. 
Horses were very ex­ 
pensive, and were seldom used for 
anything but riding end pulling char­ 
iots. 
In the barnyard were geese, pheas­ 
ants 
and 
chickens. 
Pigeons 
and 
peacocks added a touch of the pic- 
tuesque. 
Grape vines were cared for in a 
curious way. The lower branches of 
trees were cut away, and the vines 
were trained so they grew up the 
trunks and out along the branches 
which had been left on. 
When the 
grapes ripened, they hung in such a 
manner that they almost seemed to 
be fruit of the trees. 
Figs, apples and pears were to ba 


harvested late in the autumn. 
The 
oil pressed from them brought tidy 
sums.

The butter m arket is closing decid­ 
edly lower due to increased supply j 
and lighter demand. 
Today the quo­ 
tation on 
90 
score 
centralized at 
Chicago was 46 cents as compared 
with 53 cents a week ago and 35% 
cents the same day in 1922. 
Dairy prices are generally higher 
than last year, as 
compared 
with 
many other staple foods, and it is 
only natural that as the seasonable 
supply of butter, cheese, and milk 
increases there should be some ad­ 
justm ent in valses, particularly when 
these products 
are 
selling 
higher 
than at the same time last year. The 
domestic supply of butter will prob­ 
ably be augm ented by a cargo of 50,- 
000 boxes, or 2,000,000 pounds, of ex­ 
ceptionally fine butter from New Zea­ 
land, due to arrive at New York 
about March 7. 
Press reports show th at the price 
of milk In Chicago was reduced, ef­ 
fective February 28, from $2.50 to 
$2.40 per hundred, or 12 gallons. 
Current receipts of eggs have hard­ 
ly been sufficient to take care of the 
increased 
demand 
and the m arket 
has reflected the changes in w eather 
conditions throughout the producing 
territory, and demand from consum­ 
ing trade. The season ’'a s been back­ 
ward but the conditions appear favor­ 
able for Increased egg production 
throughout the entire territory. It is 
at this time of the year, in advance 
of the storage season, w’hen receipts 
increase rapidly, th at the most vio­ 
lent reduction? in m arket values oc­ 
cur, so that if history repeats itself, 
lower prices may be expected to pre­ 
vail in the leading consuming centers 
of the country.

The number of horses on farms 
on January I, 1923, shows a fall of 
203,000 as compared with one year 
earlier, while cows show an in- 
I crease of 347,000, other cattle of 
373,000, sheep an adv ^ce of 882,- 
. OOO, and swine a gaA* of 5,590,000 
when comparing January I, 1923 
with January I, 1922. The value of 
horses on farms falls off $29,000,000 
in the single year 1922 while that 
of cows increased $14,000,000, other 
; cattle $88,000,000, sheep $105,000,000, 
, and swine $144,000,000. 


While the above figures showing 
'a fall in the number and value of 
horses refer only to a single year, 
1922, a comparison of the number 
and value of the various farm ani­ 
mals on January I, 1923 with that 
of the January immediately pre­ 
ceding the war makes it clear that 
the horse has been meantime slow­ 


ly but surely yielding to the activi­ 
ties of the automobile and farm 
tractor, while other farm animals 
show an increase during the same 
period. Comparing the official fig­ 
ures of January I, 1923, with those 
of January I, 1914, it appears that 
the value of horses on farms of the 
country decreased 42% in the nine 
year period, while that of cattle 
increased 
4%, 
swine 
19%, 
and 
sheep 39% in the same period. The 
number of horses decreased more 
than 2,000,000 in the nine year 
period, while the number of swine 
increased 4% million, cattle in­ 
creased nearly 10,000,000. The av­ 
erage value per head of horses on 
farms decreased 36% when com­ 
paring January I, 1923 with Janu­ 
ary I, 1914, while that of swine in­ 
creased 10% and sheep 86% per 
capita. Horses decreased in num­ 
ber, value and price per capita; 
sheep decreased in number but in­ 
creased in aggregate value, while 
cattle 
and 
swine 
increased 
in 
both number and total value in the 
period in question, January I, 1923 
compared with January I, 1914. 


The above figures necessarily re­ 
late only to animals on farms as 
we only get decennial estimates of 
the number of horses in cities and 
towns. That the number of horses 
in the cities and towns has even 
more rapidly decreased than that 
on farms is evidenced by a com­ 
parison of the decennial census of 


1920 with that of IWO.

not on farms” in 1920 at! 
1,703,000 against 3,182,000 in 1910, a 
decrease of 46% in the ten year^ 
period ending with 1920 while th® 
annual decrease since 1920 is pre­ 
sumably even more rapid than th a t 
of the decade ending with 1920. 
The decrease in use of the horsei 
has been much more rapid in the 
cities and towns than in the rural 
areas{ as shown by the fact that 
while the number of horses on 
farms decreased 7% in the decade 
ending with 1922, the number "not 
on farms” decreased 46% in the 
decade ending with 1920. 
This big fall off in the number of> 
horses would probably have beent 
even greater but for the fact that* 
we of the United States do not re-, 
gard the horse as a food animal, 
and 
the present 
generation of 
horses is thus permitted to pass 
out of existence by the natural 
process rather than by slaughter­ 
ing them for food as is often done 
in certain other countries.

That the decrease in the numbej 
and value of horses is closely re 
lated to the increased use of the, 
automobile in its various forms is 
evidenced by the fact that the 
number of motor vehicles regis­ 
tered in the United States has in­ 
creased from 1,711,339 in 1914 to 
12,281,245 in 1922.
